KEY WEST, Fla. ( AP)—During 
the first two days of the Cuban 
crisis, U.S. air defense jets flew 
About 750 sorties over the waters 
between this southernmost tip of 
Florida and Cuba. 
Disclosing this today, an in­ 
formed source said: “We keep a 
constant radar watch over the Cu­ 
ban area. If anything comes out 
of Cuba toward the north, we 
scramble," 
He said about one-third of the 
fighter craft based here are on 
five-minute alert at all times and 
when the powerful radar pointed 
toward Cuba picks up a suspicious 
blip “these pilots move out pron­ 
to." 
NO RED THREAT 
This informant said there is 
“absolutely no basis" to persist­ 
ent rumors that Soviet U2-type 
planes have operated at high alti­ 
tudes over the Florida coast. No 
other Cuban planes have penetr 
U.S. airspace, he added.

station 
radar are aircraft which maintain 
an airborne radar watch. Navy 
P2V patrol planes based here are 
able to stay aloft for as long as 18 
hours, the source said. 
This authority said Air Force 
and Navy fliers were confident 
they could have knocked down 
most, if not all, of the Soviet 
bombers before they reached the 
U.S. coast had such an attack 
been made from Cuba.

BIG S E A B E E 
OPERATION AT 
“GITMO" BASE

GUANTANAMO 
BAY, 
Cuba 
f AP)—Seabees call it “ Operation 
Might,” 
and 
its 
signature 
Is 
etched into every hillside on the 
defense lines of this U.S. naval 
base. 
It 
began 
in 
September 
and 
moved into high gear late in Oc­ 
tober. when the crisis over of­ 
fensive Soviet weapons in Fidel 
Castro’s Cuban regime erupted 
into the U.S. blockade* 
Navy men—the “ can do” Sea- 
bee force created early in World 
War ll—do the job of fortifying 
the rugged, palm-and-cactus-oov- 
ored hills 
But the Marines who 
man the positions have a saying 
about members of mobile con­ 
struction battalions: "The Seabee* 
are better Marines than they are 
sailor*.” 


ROUGH BUSINESS 
“We prefer not to get into that 
argument.” 
said Cmdr. 
Jam es 
M. Hill Jr., Laurel, Miss. “ But 
Seabee* and Marines have al­ 
ways been close since World War 
II. The feeling is mutual.” 
Hill commands one of the two 
Seabee battalions working on the 
lefense line here. 
Before the crisis. Hill said, "We 
did base defense work but it was 
riot on a grand scale.” 
But since then, Operation Might 
has been the Seabee** only busi­ 
ness. It’s a rough business, haul 
ing concrete blocks up the steep 
hillsides to build bunkers, corru­ 
gated steel for prefabricated fox 
holes, scraping through the hills 
a network of dirt roads that were 
not here a month ago. 


200 POSITIONS 
The twisting, steep and banked 
roadways lead to new defensive 
positions erected by the Seabees 
and one network provides access 
to a battery of antiaircraft mis 
siles. 
Seal ices so far have built well 
over 200 of the hardened defen­ 
sive positions along and within the 
ridges that ring Guantanamo. 
To do the job. Seabees making 
the 
prefabricated 
foxholes 
in 
shops at their base—called “Cac­ 
tus Hill”—work two shifts cover 
ing 21 hours a day. In a Seabee 
quarry the units make the cement 
blocks for their defense emplace 
ment jobs. On the Marine lines, 
bulldozer men and shirtless con­ 
struction crews work during the 
daylight hours. 
The Seabee force which num­ 
bered 256.000 officers and men at 
the end of World War ll has 
dwindled to about 10,000. No in 
formation is available on how 
many are working here now.

By JO SEPH E. DYNAN 
PARIS (AP)—The long shadow 
of Charles de Gaulle stretched 
even farther across the French 
political landscape today in the 
glow of the president’s resounding 
victory in national parliamentary 
lections. 
In run-off contests Sunday De 
Gaulle’s own party and others 
pledged to his support captured a 
clear majority in the National As­ 
sembly—the first time in modem 
French history that any cohesive 
force could claim such a margin 
Official results, combining first- 
round returns Nov. 18 and Sun 
day’s runoffs, gave De Gaulle’s 
Union for a New Republic (UNR) 
233 of the 482 seats in the new 
National Assembly. Some 30 suc­ 
cessful candidates from other par 
ties were pledged to support De 
Gaulle. 


MORE THAN EN OU G H 
De Gaulle had a combined sup­ 
port of more than 260 deputies 
well above the 242 needed for con 
trol. In 1958 the UNR elected only 
188 seats although De Gaulie*

A similar 
survey on peaches showed only 
43 per cent of the fruit on un­ 
sprayed trees free from insect in­ 
jury. 
Add to these ravages by un­ 
checked insects the toll that would 
be taken by diseases, which would 
likewise run wild in unsprayed 
orchards, and the impossibility of 
producing a commercial fruit crop 
without chemical controls becomes 
more apparent. 
In the view of Asquith and his 
associates at the Arendtsville lab 
there is no question about the 
vital role insecticides and fungi­ 
cides play in the fruit business 
“ In the narrow margin of profit 
within which most fruitmen oper 
ate In many years, it is only 
through the efficient use of sprays 
that they can produce enough high 
duality fruit to stay in the busi­ 
ness."

RS70 BOMBERS 
GET HEALTHY 
SHOT IN ARM

RS70 reconnaissance strike bomb­ 
er, a focus of controversy in 
Washington for almost a decade, 
is getting a ^50-million shot in the 
arm. 
The new allotment was released 
to the Air Force Sunday by Sec­ 
retary of Defense Robert S. Mc­ 
Namara. The Pentagon said the 
money will be used for develop­ 
ment work on the highly com­ 
plex radar and other units intend­ 
ed for the plane’s reconnaissance 
missions. 
CALLED "C O ST LY " 
The bomber has been the sub­ 
let of a mnning fight between 
the White House and Capitol Hill 
and within the confines of the 
Pentagon—since its conception in 
1953. 
The Air Force, with backing 
from several influential Congress 
members, has urged mass produc­ 
tion. 
McNamara has called the plane 
a costly weapon which would be 
obsolete before it could be opec 
atkinal. 
President Kennedy has 
upported this view. 
CONTROVERSY GOES ON 
Even as release of the new mon 
ey was being announced, the con 
troversy was continuing. 
The Air Force proposes to con 
vert the original BTO design for a 
2,OOO-mph bomber into the RS70 
reconnaissance strike weapon. It 
would be equipped with sideview 
radar and mechanisms for target 
selection which is usually done on 
the ground.

MANY SKILLED 
IMMIGRANTS 
COME TO U.S.

WASHINGTON (A P )-Almost as 
many engineers immigrated to 
the United States in the * past 
decade as were turned out by the 
nation's engineering schools 
in 
their 1961 graduating classes. 
The figures are included in a 
Labor Department study of the 
occupational distribution of the 
more than 3.5 million immigrants 
arriving in this country in the 
15-year period of 1947-61. 
The study concluded that in­ 
stead of glutting the U.S. labor 
force which has experienced high 
levels of unemployment in recent 
years the newcomers from abroad 
have helped fill shortages in such 
skilled occupations as engineer­ 
ing, science and the medical pro­ 
fession. 
REAP GREAT GAINS 
“There can be no doubt,” Sec­ 
retary’ of Labor W. Willard Wirtz 
commented on the study, “that 
by providing a haven for the op­ 
pressed, the nation has reaped 
great profits." 
Wirtz cited the contributions of 
such men as scientist Enrico Fer­ 
mi, mathematician Albert Ein­ 
stein, Felix Frankfurter recently 
retired Supreme Coml justice; 
Igor Sikorsky, airplane designer, 
and Eugene Ormandy, symphony 
conductor 
During the 1932-61 decade more

By JOHN A. BARBOUR 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Atomic 
science, a super detective capable 
of sniffing out invisible, centuries 
old clues, has been enlisted in the 
war against crime. 
The American Nuclear Society

Holmes which can spot the cul 
prit in a shooting, trace narcotics 
and test the age of whisky. 
The technique has even been 
used to investigate what killed 
Napoleon. 
AGE OF W HISKEY 
One proof of its worth: by 
measuring the concentration of 
tritium, a radioactive form of hy 
drogen. 
the 
Internal 
Revenue 
Service can determine a whisky’ 
real age. 
In the past three years, accord 
ing to a report offered by M . J 
Pro, tax agents have checked 
250 imported spirits, and found 95 
per cent of the imports were la­ 
beled improperly. 
In anothei report, Dr. Vincent 
P. Guinn of General Dynamics 
Corp. told of other techniques to 
expose the smallest traces of gun­ 
powder on the hands of those w’ho 
have recently fired weapons. 
V ER Y SENSITIVE 
A sample smear is taken of a 
suspect’s hand. Then a 
small 
sample of the washing is irradi­ 
ated in an atomic reactor. Th ere- 
sulting radio-isotopes are studied 
by their fingerprints of radiation 
Scientists claim they can spot 
traces of gunpowder residues as 
small as IO billionths of a gram. 
By determining the amount, 
they can also get a measure of 
how often a gun was fired. 
The FBI and a number of police 
departments, he said, are closely 
following the results of these ex­ 
periments. 
In Scotland, scientists examined 
a relic of Napoleon's hair and 
found evidence strongly indicating

arsenic 
poisoning—perhaps 
from 
medicines—contributed

NORWICH, Vt. (AP)—He is an 
old 
man now, alone with his 
memories in a simple cottage on 
a knoll overlooking this pictur­ 
esque Connecticut River town. 
Thirty years ago Dr. Heinrich 
Bruening, soldier, politician and 
scholar, held in his hand the des­ 
tiny of a mighty country. 
Bruening, 77 years old today, 
was chancellor of Germany dur­ 
ing two tumultuous years when 
he led an unsuccessful struggle to 
maintain a democratic govern­ 
ment in that strife-torn country. 
FORCED TO RESIGN 
His resignation was forced on 
May 30, 1932. during the last des­ 
perate months of the German re­ 
public. 
Seven months later the chancel­ 
lorship was entrusted to the man 
who would bring an end to a 13- 
year attempt to make democracy 
work in Germany — Adolf Hitler 
Bruening 
was leader of the 
Catholic Center party when he 
assumed the chancellorship. He 
had won the Iron Cross as a ma­ 
chinegun captain during World 
War I. Less than two years after 
leaving office he was marked for 
murder by Hitler and was forced 
to flee in disguise to this country
